Instead, it will be placed next Thursday in 
the receiving vault of the Chudoff monas- 
tery at Moscow, 

Ancient custom requires the Czar and 
members of the imperial family to attend 
state .funerals in the capital. At such 
a gathering a single bomb might wipe out 
the dynasty. The aristocrats dare not take 
the risk. 

With all his guards, Gen. Trepoff, gov- 
ernor-general of Moscow, fears to leave 
his palace. Neither the Czar nor the 
Grand Dukes Vladimir nor Alexis has 
stirred abroad since Sergius was killed. 

The. Grand Dukes Constantin and Paul 
will probably represent the Czar at the 


Moscow services. Constantin has nexet 


mixed in politics and is personally popular, 

The Czer has received, through Ambas- 
sador McCormick, a message Of condolence 
from President Roosevelt, containing an 
expression of the abhorrence felt by the 
American government and people for 
crimes like that of the assassination of the 
Grand Duke Sergius. 

It is reported that Father Gopon has 
reached Marseilles on his way to Rome. 
He is said to be accompanied by several 
students.

GRANDJURY SECRETS _. 
FOR HIS DEFENSE

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Ex-Counoilman, Whose Trial for Bribery Was Called at 
Butler, Mo., Contends They Will Show Insufficient 
Evidence for Indictment.— Glad to Meet

BUTLER, Mo., Feb. -2:—When the case 
of the stage of Missouri against former 
City. Counctiman Charles Kratz of St. 
Louls was announced by Judge Denton at 
10:15 this morning,. Circuit Attorney Sager 
discovered that Kratz was not in the 
courtroom. 

After three years’ delay the trial of the 
man charged with having accepted a bribé 
of $60,000 from Philip Stock, legislative 
agent of the Suburban Railway Co., to 
‘vote for and secure the votes of other 
councilmen for the passage of a bill grant- 
ing franchise extensions, was finally called. 

Attorney Harvey Clark explained that 
Kratz was doing well and had asked to be 
excused from attendance In court until the 
preliminary motions were disposed of. 
Kratz had been in court earlier in the 
morning for ten minutes. 

Mr. Sager said he would not insist on 
Kratz's immediate appearance if the rwc- 
ord showed he had already been arraigned. 
Examination showed that Kratz had been 
arraigned. The state thereupon announced 
readiness and former Judge Harvey, for 
Kratz, presented a motion to quash the 
indictment. He read the motion declaring 
the fadictment defective for several rea- 
sons, notably for duplicity. 

Attorney Harvey contended that the in- 
dictment charges two separate offenses; 
that Kratz accepted a bribe to vote in ta- 
vor of a council bill, and that Kratz sub- 
sequentiy voted. for this bil contrary to 
law. He also contended that in one part 
of the indiotment the name of the person 
who made the agreement with Kratz is 
not specified: while in another part Philip 
Stock is named. Incidéntally Harvey asked 
that the indictment be quashed because it 
fails to set forth the right of the council 
to pass a street railway bill on petition 
of property owners and also falls to state 
that the council bill was lawfully before 
the council. 

The duplicity allegation caused extended

Mr. Harvey said that the defense should 
have this evidence, not only in fairness to 
Kratz, but also to enable his attorneys to 
cross-question and impeach, if possible, the 
testimony of these two witnesses. 

He said he knew that statements made 
before a grandjury are popularly regarded 
as secret and sacred. 

“But na proceeding.“ he argued, is more 
sacred than the life and lfberty of a man 
proceeded against. 

Judge Harvey quoted a New York court, 
where this privilege was granted. Mr. Sa- 
ker, in reply, said this plea of the defense 
is novel. He sald it was never advanced 
at previous sittings of the case, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was probably 
suggested by local counsel, as he under- 
stands there is some sort of a precedent in 
this county.

A 
rise is expected. 

Before the sun was high enough to heat, 
at 7 o’clock Monday, the thermometer read 
26 degrees above zero at St. Paul, 30 at 
Des Moines, 28 at Keokuk, 3 at Kansas 
City, 24 at far-away Omaha. . 

It stood at the 82 degree mark fA St. 
Louls. This means that,the deep shows 
will melt throughout the Mississippi valley 
Monday. The prediction of the weather 
bureau is for rising temperature through- 
out the country.

JOINED IN THEIR GAMES 


Unable to Read “Keep Off the 
Grass” Signs to Young 
Merrymakers. 


The children who play in St. Louis Park 
will be sincere mourners at the funeral of 
Neil McGroarty, Uncle Neil,“ they called 
him, Wednesday morning at 8 o'clock, 
when the body will be taken from the 
house at 2415 North Fifteenth street, which 
had been Mr. McGroarty’s home for # 
years, to St. Mic h Church for the last 
service. 

Uncle Neil“ had been superintendent of 
the park, west of Twenty-irst street, be- 
tween Benton and Hebert streets, for oniy 
two vears, but when he was appointed 
chere was general rejoicing among the 
children of the neighborhood. They had all 
known him as their firm friend, and many 
of their parents had khnown Uncle Neil“ 
as a friend of chiidren. 

Mr. McGroarty was born in Ireland 63 
years ago and came to St. Louls when two 
years old. His father was chief teamster 
for Henry Ames & Co., the pork packers, 
and when his sons became old enough to 
drive teams, they were cniisted la this 
work and all of them continued in the 
service of the company until M withdrew 
from the trade in 1831. After that Neil 
McGroarty became a general teamster. 

Long ago Mr. McGroarty became known 
as Uncle Neil“ in the neighborhood where 
he had lived since he had attained man- 
hood. Ille had never married, living with 
hjs sister, Miss Susan McGroarty, and lav- 
ishing his affection wpon the children of 
the neighborhood. As the children grew 
to be men and women, they clung to the 
name endeared to them from childhood as- 
Sociations and their children took it up 
and for years it had been the common 
name used in the neighborhood. 

As a young man, Mr. MoGroarty was a 
member of the volunteer fire company that 
drew the old engine, IAberty.“ in many a 
race with rival companies that marked the 
fires of early days. 

As keeper of the park, “Uncle Neil al- 
ways professed inability to read when the 
children asked him what the ‘‘keep-off-the- 
grass’ signs meant. He maintained the 
parks were for children, and parks with- 
out grass would not be parks, and he 
thought the children should be permitted to 
enjoy them to the full extent.

One week ago today the President announced through Secre- 
tary Hay that he would not send to foreign powers for final 
action the treaties of arbitration, which the Senate, after 
amendment, had ratified. Has not deliberation convinced Mr. 
Roosevelt of the error of that impetuous course? Is he not now 
ready to further peace and atone for the slight put by his 
hasty act upon a co-ordinate branch of the treaty-making power 
by seeking to save the treaties as they stand? 

The Post-Dispatch favored the ratification of the treaties as 
drawn by Mr. Hay on the ground that no President could ever 


| sacrifice by “agreement” the interests or honor of the nation. 


But the Senate’s right to amend was absolute. It was admitted 
by Mr. Roosevelt himself, in Mr. Hay’s memorandum. Many 
authorities on constitutional interpretation would even agree 
with Mr. Wayne MeV eagh that it was the Senate’s duty to 
Amend the treaties as it did.

The baseball pot in New York, where are 
gathered the men who make the history of 
the game, is still bubbling and steaming, 
and strange are the stories that are fatten- 
ing the space accounts of New York corre- 
spondents, weird and fantastic tales born of 
the talk in the corridors. 

Baseball war, a 12-club circuit, a new 
major league, an American League boycott 
by the minors and the National League and 
many other sensational possibilities have 
been seen in the smoke of the meeting, but 
it is more than probable that the opening 
day of the schedule will find no startling 
changes in the baseball situation. 

The talk of war on the American League 
by the Natlonal Association causes no 
alarm and attracts less attention every day. 
The story that the National League would 
back the minors in the fight, or at least 
give them quiet support, has died an in- 
evitable death. 

Men who are really alive to the true 
condition of major,league baseball affairs 
say there is not the slightest porsibility 
of any conceivable set of circumstances 
that would draw the National League into 
a declaration of war on the American, and 
certainly no scheming politictans who are 
using the minor leagues’ organization as 
a weapon to force higher draft price from 
the major leagues for their own players 
and corner the best of the young material 
in the organization. 

War with the American Leegue would 
mean the certain death of the older body.

Since the rehabilitation of the Washing- 
ton club there is not a weak link in the 
circuit. Tre League organization is iron- 
bound and has at the head a forceful lead- 
er and an indomitable fighter. The result 
of another conflict between these two 
bodies could have but one ending. 

Some of his hearers became unduly ex- 
cited over a chance remark of President 
Johnson's during the Cincinnati meeting to 
the effect that there would always be sharp 
competition for ballplayers unless, he 
said, vou return to the old 12-club cir- 
suit,“ which is obvious. 

This gave rise to an impression that the

Herrmann is quoted as saying, in connec- 
tion with the four National — grave- 
yards previously mentioned, that he favored 
on that account a return to the old 12-club, 
one-league idea. Should this idea gain any 
ground its realization wouid be in a manner 
simplified by Herrmann's admission that 
cne-half of the National League has no 
perticular weight as a baseball asset, 
which would leave but four clubs in that 
league to be considered as powerful factors. 

A large majority of baseball men, how- 
ever, favor two leagues. One 12-club or- 
ganization would, they say, savor too much 
of the monopolistic conditions which existed 
before the birth of the American League 
and the ensulng war. 

A boycott of the American League by the 
minor leagues is theoretically possible but 
very improbable. If it were brought about 
there is no question that it would seriously 
hurt the major league. But there are po- 
tent influences that would make it practi- 
cally impossible. In the first place the 
minor leagues of all classes below the few 
big ones are not supporting the national 
board in their demands which the Ameri- 
can League has rejected. Secondly, nine 
out of ten minor league club owners will 
sell their men to the highest bidder, boy- 
cott or no boycott. And, finally, friendly 
relations, such as exist between the Chi- 
cago Americans and the Milwaukee club 
and Cleveland and the Columbus club, could 


hardly be disturbed by the thunder of the 
national board.
